During the ‘prosent™ financial 
crisis in Wuchow, the Electric 
Works operated by the Municipali- 
ty has suffered x great deal. Tho 
tnriff is charged nt 82 cents 
Kawangai notes per I.W.Hr., which 
at the present exchange of "300, {g 
only-a little over 10 cents’ Hong- 
kong currency. . This may bo the 
lowest rate prevailing in China. 


The Municipal authorities advised - 


the Director of the Electric Works 
not to revise the tariff at present, 
in order not to burden the people 
and to support the credit of the 
Kwangasl Bank. Therefore, they 
are working very hard in meeting 
the aituation. ‘, ; 


Tho staf! and workmen have 
suffered great loss also in the de- 
preciation of the Kwangal paper, 
because moat of them came from 
Shanghal and ‘Canton, and are pald 
in Kwangai paper. In comparison 
with the Customs staff who Fe- 
ceive Hatkwan Tacls for salary, 
and with the Post Office staff who 
receive big dollars (Mexican), 
the electric workera aro poorly 
paid.

IMPORTANT BRIDGE BLOWN
